FREIGHT TEST . 
ENDS SUNDAY 


Rail Board Must Now De-. 
termine What Balance 
Is Due Railways 


OTTAWA, July 16—The three- 
month test movement of Alberta coal 

Ontario under the rate of $6.75 
per ton set by order-in-council, con- 
cluded yesterday. The board of rail- 
Way commissioners has not yet re« 
celved data covering the movement 
and is not in a position to state to 
what extent the reduced rate was 
taken advantage of by Alberta ship- 
pers and Ontario buyers of coal 

The test movement will continue 
for three years, under terms of 


the 


the order-in-council, but it is provid- 
ed that the railways shall be reim- 
bursed for the cost over and above 


the $6.75 rate each year. Consequent- 
ly, the board of railway commission- 
ers will hold sittings, probably in vhe 
carly eutumn, to determine what 
amount, if any, is due the railways 
An iovestigation is being conducted 


by the department of mines to deter- | 


mine the relative value of Alberta and 
American anthracite and to deter- 
mine whether or not the use of the 
western fuel i feasible. After the 
three year movement the government 
it is expected, will be in a position to 
decide whether or not Cmtario and 
Quebec can obtein their ccal from Al- 
berta in competition with the United 
States product.
